in Jefferson City durtng each sess'‘on of the 
legislature to a considerable extent.

not pursve the tnquiry in each instance to 
a consummation. The develonmente alone 
this line were collateral to the main sub- 
jects of investigation I had under consid- 
eration.

SAYS PRESIDEN 
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Answers Protest Against 
Negros Appointment. 


DEFINES ATTITUDE CLEARLY. 


MAKES PLEA FOR THE ENCOUR- 
AGEMENT OF BLACK MAN. 


Against Shutting the Door on Any 
Person, no Matter How Worthy, 
Purely Upon the Ground 
of Race. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—President 
Rovsevelt has sent the following letter, 
defending: his appointments of negroes to 
office in the South, to a prominent citi- 
zen of Charleston, 8. C., whore name is 
withheld: 

“White House, Washington, Nov. 2, 19°.— 
My dear Sir: I am in receipt of your lette- 
of Nov. 10, and of one from Mr. —, un- 
der date of Nov. Il, in reference to the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Crum as collector of the 
Port of Charleston. 

“In your letter you make certain spécific 
charges against Dr. Crum, tending to show 
his unfitness in several respects for the 
office sought. These charges are entitled 
to the utmost consideration from me, and 
I shall go over them carefully before taking 
any action. 

“After making these charges you add, as 
a further reason for opposition to.him, that 
he is a colored man, and after reciting the 
misdeeds that followed carpetbag rule and 
negro domination in South Carolina, you 
say that ‘wethave Sworn never again to 
submit to the rule of the African, and such 
an appointment as that of Dr. Crum to 
any such office forces us to protest unani- 
mously against this insult to the whito 
blood,’ and you add that you understood me 
to suy that I would never force a negro on 
such a community as yours. 

“Mr. ——+ puts the objection of color first, 
saying that, ‘first, he is a colored man, and 
that of itself ought to bar him from the 
office.’ 


Defines Attitude 

on Color Question. 

‘‘In view of these last statements, I think 
I ought to make clear to you why I am 
concerned and pained by your making 
them, and what my attitude is as regards 
all such appointments. How amy one could 
have gained the idea that I had aaid I 
would not appoint reputable and upright 
colored men to office, when objection was 
made to them solely on account of their 
color, I confess I am wholly unable to un- 
derstand. 

“At the time of my visit to Charleston 
last spring, 1 had made, and since that 
time have made a number of such ap- 
pointments from several states, in which 
there is considerable colored population. 
For example, I made one such appointment 
in Mississippi, another in Alabama, short- 
Iv before my visit to Charleston. I had at 
that time appointed two colored men as 
o— magistrates in the District of Co- 
umbia. I have recently announced an- 
other such appointment for New Orleans, 
and have just made one from Pennsylvania, 

“The great majority of my appointments 
in every state have been white men. North 
and South alike it has been my sedulous 
endeavor to appoint only men of high char- 
acter and good capacity, whether white or 
black. 

‘But it has been my consistent policy, in 
every state where their numbers warrant 
it, to recognize colored men of good repute 
and standing in making appointments to 
office. These appointments of colored men 
have in no state made more than a small 
proportion of the total number of appoint- 
ments. 


No Exception, Even 
in South Carolina. 

“T am unable to see how I am legitimate- 
ly ta be asked to make an exception of 
South Carolina. In South Carolina to the 
four most important positions in the state 
I have appointed three men and continued 
in office a fourth, all of them white men— 
three of them originally gold Democrats— 
two of them, I am informed, the sons of 
Confederate soldiers. I have been informed 
by the citizens of Charleston, whom | have 
met, that these four men represent a high 
grade of public service. 

“I do not intend to appotat any unfit man 
to office. So far as legitimately can I 
shall always endeavor to pay regard to the 
wishes and feelings of people of each lo- 
cality; but I cannot consent to take the po- 
sition that the door of hope—the door of op- 
portonity—is to be shut upon any man, no 
matter how worthy, purely upon the grounds 
of race or color. 

“Such an attitude would, aceording to wed 
convictions, be fundamentaNy wrong. i! 
as you hold, the great bulk of the colored 
people are not yet fit in point of char- 
acter and influence to hold such’\ positions, 
ii seems to me that it is worth while put- 
ting a premium upon the effort among then» 
to achieve the character and standing 
which will fit them. 

“The question of ‘negro domination’ does 
not enter into the matter at all. It might 
as well be asserted that when I wae v- 
ernor of New York I sought to bring about 
negro domination in that state, because I 


appoint 


twice as large as that paid 
now under consideratiqn—one of them as a 
director of the Buffalo Exposition. 


Such Position Is 
Against South’s Interest. 

“The question raised by you and Mr. —— 
in the statement to which I refer, is simply 
whether it is to be declared that under no 
dreumstances shall any man of color, no 
uatter how upright and honest, no matter 
how good a citizen, no matter how fair in 
his dealings with all his fellows, be per- 
mitted to hold any office under our gov- 
r t. 
’ “fT certaltily cannot assume such an atti- 
tude, and you must permit me to say that 
in my view it is an attitude no man should 
assume, whether he looks at it from the 
standpoint of the true interest of the white 
man of the South or of the colored men of 
the South—not to speak of any other section 
of the {inion, It seems to me that itis @ 
good fin from ove. standpoint to let 
the colored man know (hat if he shows ina 
marked degree the qualities of good citizen- 
ship—the qualities which in a white man, 
we feel are entitled to reward—then he will 
not be cut off from all hope of similar re- 
‘ard. 
we Without any regard as‘to what my de- 
cision may be on the merits of this par- 
ticular applicant for this particular place, 
I feel that I ought to let you know clearly 
my attitude on the far- roader question

BOOKER WASHINGTON s ROTEST. 


Declares He Has Never Enacted the 
Role of Politician. 
ial te the Post-Dispated. 
"BIRMINGHAM. Ala., Nov. 2%.—Booker T. 
Washington, who was reported to have in- 
fluenced the President to make some po- 
tical appointments in the South, has sent 
the aim protest to s Pep ere 
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The first steam automobile truck for 
heavy freight hauling ever used in this city 
was placed in commission by the St. Louis 
Transfer Co. Wednesday. It is the pur- 
pose of the company to use such trucks 
for the transportation of all manner of 


merchandise between depots in East St. 
Louis and stores, and vice versa, and from 


the warehouses to the various railroad 
depots. 

The truck was made in Indianapolis. The 
frame of the body is steel and the plat- 
form, which is 2% feet long, is equipped 
with socket stakes like the ordinary trans- 
fer wagon. It has a loading space of 19x8 
feet and a regular carrying capacity of 
10,000 pounds, with a maximum of 2,000 
pounds. The wheels are 40 inches in diam- 


eter and the tires are 12 inches wide, both 
being manufactured of steel. 

The truck is propelled by a pige pressure, 
low engine, the speed ing regu- 
lated to five miles per hour. The fuel used 
is coke and the engine is smokeless. The 
wegon can. be es in about half the 
distance required by the ordinary two- 
horse team and can be moved backward 
or forward with equal ease.

me. 

What conferences I hgve had with the Presi- 
dent or with any public official have grown out 
of my position, not as a politician, but as an ed- 
ucator. It should be borne in mind that there 
are about 9,000,000 of negroes in the United States 
who are liable under the law for taxes and mill- 
tary service and who are purishable for infrac- 


tion of the law. These people at present have 
no member of their race in the national law-mak- 
ing body, and it is right that those charged with 
making and executing the laws of the land should 
at times seek information directly from the mem- 
bers of the negro race when their interests and 
relations with the whites among whom they live 
are concerned. 

Under no circumetances could I seek to pro- 
mote political candidates or volunteer informa- 
tion regarding men or measures, nor have I done 
so tm the past; but because of the Importance I 
bave always sought to place upon education and 
industry among my people as the basis for friendly 
relations between the races there may be occa- 
sions in the future. as there have been in the 
vast, when, if I am so requested, I can give in- 
ormation about men and measures, which would 
tend to promote such friendly relations between 
the races. Such information it is my duty to give 
when it is asked for. 

At every proper =e I eay to the youth 
of our people that they will make a mistake if 
they seek to succeed in Hfe by mere itical 


activity or the hope of holding political office. 

Now and then, however, public questions af- 
fecting our interests arise, which are so funda- 
mental and far-reaching that they transcend the 
domain of politics. W such questions present 
themselves; in justice to my race, I make my po- 
sition known and stand for what I eee to be the 
right. 

We cannot elevate an@ make useful a race of 
people until there is held out to them the hope of 
reward for right Living. Every revised constitution 
throughout the So@thern states has put a premium 
upon intelligence, ownership of property, thrift 
and character. 

As an educator, an4d not as a politician, I strive 
in every honorable and rational way to encourage 
the wise and enduring progress of my people; for 
if all inspirat‘on and hope of reward is to be de- 
nied them they will be deprived of one of the 
greatest incentives to intelligence, industry and 
righteousness. On the other band, if they are en- 
couraged in sensible and conservative direct-ons 
they will grow year b ear into contentedness 
and usefulness.

GREAT MISSISSIPPI NIMROD DID 
NOT SNUB PRESIDENT. 


WAS ENTERTAINING FRIENDS 


Would Have Been Proud to Accompany 
Mr. Roosevelt and He Denounces 
Contrary Reports. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 
peared in a local paper the astounding 
announcement that Col. Bob Bobo of 
Bobo, Miss., one of the most famous and 
successful hunters in the South, had de- 
clined to allow his dogs to enter the chase 
for bear in progress néear Smedes, Miss., 
where the presidential party was spending 
a week. 

In giving zest and color to the story 
the reporter alleged that Col. Bobo had re- 
fused to allow his pack of hounds to asso- 
ciate with the President's because he had 
invited Booker T. Washing.on to dine with 
him at the White House. Col. Bobo was 
at Gaston's Hote! today. He said: 

“TI cannot imagine how any man could 
have circvulated such a false story, s0 
monstrous in its exaggeration and revolting 
in detail. 

“Tl lay claim to being both a patriot and 
a. gentieman,”’ continued the colonel, ‘and 
| cannot persuade myself to believe that 
my friends placed any confidence in the 
awkward and uncouth attack made upon 
the President of the United States at my 
expense.’ 

Col. Bobo is a typical southern planter. He 
is the proud possessor of a wonderful 
pack of dogs and the leader in numerous 
succeesful and eventful hunts. When the 
Presidential party reached Smedes, Col. 
Bobo was then on an extended hunt, enter- 
taining a party of his friends from Cham- 
paign, Ill. Some months ago, the hunter 
was visiting at the Illinois town, and dur- 
ing his sojurn there became seriously Ill. 
The friends there, who were later his 
guests, gave him personal attention. They 
evinced a desire to visit Col. Bobo and 
spend a week hunting bear. Of course, his 
gratitude responded and his Good Sa- 
maritan friends came mower:

Smedes., 

He wrote a letter to Mr. Fish and Capt. 
Sharp, explaining the c!rcumstances. 

Col. Bobo had hardly reached his hotel 
this morning and registered until Gen. Pe- 
ter Tracy sent up his card. Gen. Tracy 
asked the old hunter to verify or deny the 
ridiculous report. Col. Bobo then handed 
him the following statement, which was 
made piblic this afternoon: 

“Mr. Stuyvesant Flash wired Capt. A. A. 
Sharp to ask me to jo'’n the President's 
party. When! got the message I had been 
five dave in the woods hunting with my 
personal friends from Champaicn, Ill. I! 
regretted more than words can express that 
| could not see any honorable way to com- 
with Mr. Fish's request and so wrote 
him. I would have been delighted to join 
the President's friends. and my efforts in 
Roosevelt every courtesy

On Jan. 1 the Immaculate Conception 
parish, at one time one of the strongest 
and wealthiest divisions of the’| Catholic 
archdiocese of St. Louis, will be dismem- 
bered and abolished. 

Archbishop Kain, in announcing his de- 
termination yesterday to do away with 
the parish, stated that he had come to an 
agreement with Father G. D. | Power, 
pastor of the Immaculate Conception 
Church, in October, and that Father Power 
had consented to the abandonment of the 
parish. 

The plan of the archbishop Is tp divide 
the territory of the parish equally between 


the four most closely adjoining These 
are St. John's on the east, St. | Francs 
Mavier’s on the west, St. Bridget's on the 
north afid St. Malachy’ s on the south. 
Archbishop Kain says that the original 
offer of $10,000 for a new church for the 
Immacuinte Conception parish made by 
nim was good only until April 1 last. Later 
it was extended four months. 
“In October.’ said the bishop, 
“Father Power called On me and stated 
that the effort to keep up the parish had 
roved futile, and that he would be willing 
© consent to its abolishment, as _ this 
would give him a chance to go abroad. 
“It wae agreed at that time that the 
parish should be abandoned. A few days 
ugo I received a visit from him, at which 
he told me of the plans for purchasing 
the Christian Sclence Church. f told him 
that need not be considered, as the parish 
would not exist after Jan. 1 

“The action of the par.sh committee tn 
asking for $19,000 for purchasing the 
Christian Science building was simply im- 
pertinent.”’
